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I have met a lot of ravers all over the United States and 
one thing I have learned is that not only is the mid-west 
HUGE but we know how to road trip. For this issues Top 
Ten I looked to my own experiences road tripping (Fargo to 
Chicago, 12 hours one way and to every city in between) 
and also to friends road trip experiences. 

HOOK-UP’S : The first thing I do when planning a road 
trip to a city I have never been to or don’t know t o 
Jk well is to get on the internet and find out where places 
1 of interest are. Things like record stores, coffee shops 
ft etc. I know when I used to be on Mw-Raves I would ask 
kids there or try to hook up with fellow net ravers in 
different cities. Not only is it cool to be able to meet 
and put faces with names, but sometimes you can get a 
whole crew of people together for dinner or a small 
pre-party. 

AAA: Another thing you can do to ensure a safe road 
trip is invest in triple A. ‘They can hook you up with 
/ J phat deals on hotels and offer 24 hour road side service 
X if you get a flat or have other car problems. I can recall 
I L ^ friends who lost their keys at parties and were saved 
by having an AAA card on them. Plus AAA can get you 
sorted with number 3. 
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MAPS: I invested in a good road atlas with city maps and 
always remember to bring it along. Sometimes you just 
want to take the scenic route, or promoters don’t give 
very l xi directions. /Jj:7

FRIENDS: Choosing the right combination of people 
to road trip with is essential.

You know that 
coating of sweat and fog juice that adheres to your 
body. With extra clothes your sure to ride back in 
comfort. 

CAMERA: Never forget a camera. You want to capture 
the moment when your all leaving and hyped up for 
the trip, not to mention the crazy rest stops you may 
take. Plus pictures are great memorabilia. 

FLYERS: Yes, that’s correct. DON’T EVER FORGET THE 
FLYER FOR THE PARTY and make sure you put it in a 
safe place.
